KILLED  AT  CROSSING 

A  Leesport  Man  Meets  Death  At  Bridgeport  (Pa.) 

Frank  Brossman,  aged  35  years,  formerly  of  Leesport,  was  struck  by  a  P.  and  R. 
passenger  train  and  almost  instantly  killed  Monday  morning  at  the  DeKalb  Street 
Crossing  in  Bridgeport.  Brossman  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Philadelphia  brewer,  F. 

A.  Poth  who  has  a  farm  in  Norristown  township. 

For  the  past  week  he  had  been  engaged  in  the  hauling  of  lime  from  the  quarries 
above  Bridgeport  to  the  Poth  Farm  and  at  the  time  of  the  accident  was  on  the  way  to 
the  quarry  as  usual.  He  was  driving  a  pair  of  mules  attached  to  a  large  Dearborn 
Wagon  and  all  went  well  until  he  reached  the  crossing  at  Bridgeport.  A  short  dist¬ 
ance  above  the  crossing  a  large  engine  was  standing  and  the  steam  from  their  exhaust 
made  it  difficult  to( see  beyond  the  point  where  they  were  standing. 

The  gates  were  up  when  the  team  started  to  cross  and  there  apparently  was  no  sign  of 
danger,  but  just  as  the  animals  stepped  on  the  so.uth-bound  tracks,  the  watchman  at 
the  crossing  heard  the  train  and  shouted  a  warning  to  Brossman  as  he  discovered  the 
8:35  south-bound  passenger  train  emerging  from  the  clouds  of  steam  above  the  crossing. 
Brossman  heard  the  warning  and  endeavored  to  hurry  the  animals,  but  it  was  too  late. 
The  train  was  coming  at  a  high  rate  of  speed  and  in  the  next  instant  the  inevitable 
collision  occured. 

The  engine  struck  between  the  mules  and  the  forepart  of  the  wagon.  Brossman  was 
hurled  ten  feet  into  the  air  by  the  force  of  the  collision  and  landed  some  distance 
away,  striking  a  sign  post  with  considerable  force.  Several  men  ran  immediately  to 
his  assistance  and  when  Dr.  C.  H.  Mann  hurried  from  his  office  close  by  and  adminis¬ 
tered  medical  aid,  it  was  of  no  avail.  Ten  minutes  after  the  accident  he  breathed 
his  last,  death  being  caused  by  a  fractured  skull  and  numerous  injuries  about  the 
body. 

One  mule  was  killed  outright  and  the  other  xtas  badly  injured.  The  wagon  was  a 
total  wreck.  The  crossing  gates  were  not  down  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  The 
watchman  says  he  usually  hears  the  whistle  of  the  835  train,  but  on  this  occasion  he 
failed  to  detect  any  warning  sound.  His  first  knovrledge  of  its  presence  was  when 
it  emerged  from  the  clouds  of  steam.  Then  he  shouted  the  warning  which  came  too  late. 

•‘■he  body  has  been  moved  to  the  deceased's  father's  home  at  Leesport.  Deceased 
was  a  member  of  Bern  Lutheran  Church  (where  he  was  buried),  also  of  the  Jr.  0.  U.
